This answer, which the high priest, Caiaphas gave 
Nicodemus, when the latter sought to defend Jesus, 
was the keynote of the prosecution throughout 
"W hat do we? for this man doeth many miracles. If 
we let him thus alone, al! men will believe on him: 
and the Romans shall come and take away both our 
place and nation.” 
ITie personal animosity, the greed, the hypocrisy 
which hid behind this noble motive is apparent only 
when we study the character and activities of Caiaphas. 
In the first place, most of the money changers and 
merchants Jesus had driven out of the temple had oper­ 
ated their bazaars not only with the high priest s suf- 
france, but were in fact owned by the sons of Annas, the 
father-in law of Caiaphas. 
Everything that Jesus said and did during f I is ministry 
was a blow at both their prestige and their chattels. 
Caiaphas was of the sect of Sadducees, who denied 
that*anv moral law was of divine authority, save that 
which had been written. Moreover, they rejected the 
belief of resurrection after death, and of reward or 
punishment once a man had died. 
C uriously enough, Scripture does not record that 
Jesus assailed the doctrine and conduct of the Sadducees 
as often and as bitterly as 1 le did those of the Pharisees. 
When Jesus was brought before Caiaphas, the high 
priest judged Him according to the written law. 
“I adjure thee by the living God, that thou tell us 
whether thou be the Christ, the Son of God?” 
And Jesus, w’ho had remained silent up to this point, 
answered: "Thou hast said; nevertheless I say unto you, 
hereafter shall ye see the Son of man sitting on the 
right hand of power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven.” 
> 
Upon hearing this, Caiaphas ripped his clothes (a 
traditional act), saying: “He hath spoken blasphemy; 
what further need have we of witnesses?” 
Since the ecclesiastical court had no power to pro­ 
nounce a death sentence, thev brought Jesus before 
Pilate, who did.

Th e Great Washington Itch 


One thing certain about the ruckus be- 
1 tween the Kennedy adm inistration and the 
* fteel industry is that the fight will 
last 
m ore than two rounds. 
In the first round. United States Steel 
Corp. knocked 
down 
the government 
by 
announcing a higher tonnage price and be­ 
ing followed in a price-increase policy by 
m ost of the other m ajor steelm akers. 
In the second round. United States Steel 
found itself on the floor unex pectedly when 
* it was unable to sustain its announced price 
increase against a com petitor's refusal to 
m ake a sim ilar increase. 
This had been 
the 
problem 
last y aar, 
when 
Big Steel was reluctant to risk a 
price boost in view of the fierce com peti­ 
tion for orders in a dwindling m arket When 
* it- increase was announced la^t week, the 
instantaneous reaction in the steel industry 
was to wonder w hether it could hold a 
higher price line. 
The answ er was not long in coming 


BEFORE THE last echo of the Kennedy 
* dm inistration’s angry charges 
of 
price- 
fix ing had died away . U.S. Steel had been 
foiced to abandon its price policy by in­ 
dustry competition. 
It obviously is of considerable comfort 
for critics and opponents of free enterprise 
to think U S 
Steel backed off because it 
w as scared of the Kennedv adm inistration 
* but that is not easy to believe. 
The battle that has been joined between 
i f n c enterprise and victims of the great 
W ashington itch to m anage the economy 
is not going to end with one skirmish. 
The victims of tne itch m ay go to ex ­ 
trem e lengths to m ake their point 
They 
m av m ake things m iserable for the free en­ 
terprise sy stem . They m ay turn the clock 
back to the first New Deal when another 


Dem ocratic president parlay ed an election 
into three re-elections by running against the 
economic sy stem that supported his political 
ex travagances. 
The same kind of people who have been 
wafiting to try a .hand at m anaging the 
economy since Washington 
was 
over-run 
with the “ happy hot dogs” will be chomp­ 
ing at the bit. They think they have another 
chance to take the bit in their teeth and 
duplicate the riding off in all directions that 
form erly gave so much 
pleasure 
to the 
Am ericans for Democratic Action coterie. 


THIS IS NOW an old issue in the United 
States—whether an economy m anaged by 
the critics of free enterprise would be sm art­ 
er and more beneficial to the public interest 
than an economy managed by private cit­ 
izens subject to public regulation. 
The question from the beginning of the 
Kennedy administration has been whether 
and Fair Dealers left off, or whether the 
New Frontier had new ideas. 
The ruckus over steel prices tipped the 
New Frontier’s hand. It is convinced that 
politicians know more about business than 
businessm en know 
The business community has been put on 
guard 
But let no one imagine the fight is over 
just because there has been a flurry of 
action. 
It has barely begun After all. it was only 
10 y ears ago this month that another Demo­ 
cratic chief ex ecutive developed such an 
acute case of the great W ashington 
itch 
that he seized the steel industry outright 
to m ake it knuckle under to his will and 
had to be pried loose by a 8 -3 decision of 
the U.S. Supreme Court the following June 
Things aren't that bad y et in 1962. even 
though the itch seems to be coming back. 


The Chicken And the Egg 


As if form er Vice President Nix on w eren't 
having enough trouble in his cam paign for 
governor of California, the chairm an of the 


Republican Natibnal Com mittee, Rep. Wil­ 


liam M iller of New 
York is on him for 
the way he ran his 1960 cam paign. 


Rep . Miller told an audience last week 
that Mr. Nix on botched his press relations 
in the presidential cam paign and is doing 
the sam e thing again in his try for the Cal­ 
ifornia governorship. This has become such 
• standard criticism of the form er vice 
president that it bears looking into. 


What the criticism refers to is Mr Nix on's 
rclucatance to try to be on buddy term s 
with newsmen assigned to his activities. He 
has had a tendency to keep them at 
a dis­ 
tance. com pared with such m asters of the 
buddy approach as President Kennedy . This 
is not, however, 
a peculiar deficiency in 
the public m akeup of Richard Nix on. 


There is. 
m oreover, 
a 
well-established 
cause for it—a psy chological cause. It fre- 
ouently is the result of a traum atic ex peri­ 
ence with the press. Many presidents have 
reacted 
the sam e way after being m an­ 
handled. The ballplay er Roger M aris, after 


a traum atic ex perience with the press last 
y ear, has announced that this y ear he will 
hold newsmen at a safe distance. For this, 
he is under heavy criticism by the press’ 
which does not take kindly to being kept at 
a distance. 
Mr. Nix on has had traum atic ex periences 
with the press, too. He has the clippings 
to show what they were W hether they were 
the result of his m istrust of certain unre- 
stiained operators who worked him over, 
or whether he was worked over because 
he 
lacked 
the 
buddy 
approach 
is 
the 
enigm a of the chicken and the egg. 
In this instance, however, it seems likely 
that Mr 
Nix on cam e first and the bad 
press cam e later. His is not the kind of 
personality that sheds w arm th on the kind 
of people who report political events, and 
he has become less so every ' tim e he was 
given additional cause to wonder why he 
should try to change his attitude. 
There have been reports that he was try ­ 
ing hard in California to change his mood 
and behavior to keep newsmen from sinking 
their ty pographical teeth into him, but ap­ 
parently Rep. Miller has received no favor­ 
able reports. 


Sure Beats a Hole In the Ground 


We feel sure Washington m ust have cal­ 
culated the im pact on the rest of us when 
it announced the ex istence of an airbourne 
com m and post for President Kennedy . Like 
a ton of plutonium, enriched. 
The im pact is further compounded by the 
ex planation that three of these specially 
fitted planes are standing ready at all times 
to whisk the chief ex ectutive and his staff 
up into the air 40.000 feet in the event of 
nuclear attack. That will take in a lot of 
people, 
one wav and another. 
It sure beats a hole in the ground, which 
is what the rest of us are still glumly re­ 
conciled to entering in case of nuclear a t­ 
tack. 
It was bad enough when we were 
assured that a hole would be the lot of our 
; chief ex ecutive and his entourage, too. — 
a far nicer hole, to be sure, but still a hole. 
Involuntary kinship with toads, moles, field 
mice, woodchucks, ferrets and snakes never 
did have any great appeal, not to mention 
the dire predictions that have been forth­ 


coming recently that going to ground would 
be a sure-fire way to get roasted alive in a 
target area. 


In truth, the only practical use for the 
hole-in-the-ground theory of civil defense has 
turned out to be nominal protection from 


nuclear fall-out if the target area was a 
safe distance away to wimHward 
Even for 
that purpose it can't hold a G eiger counter 
to fly ing around at 40,000 feet in an air 
plane 


W'e now know where the safest place to 
be ¡s—40,000 feet straight up. If we brood 
about this long enough we'll all think long­ 


ingly about putting ourselves into a high 
orbit and stay ing there if the nuclear blasters 
go berserk. What we mean is stay ing there 
until the blasters have totally destroy ed one 
another. 


Time goes so fast upstairs we’d never miss 
bing aw ay from the weary , cinder-black old 
earth for an aeon or two—upstairs time.

JFK's Coercion Of Business Will Hurt

home front. 


Amid all the verbal volley s this 
has been overlooked — y et for 


"A rthur” this is his most criti­ 
cal moment. 


The trail to the phone call real­ 
ly began much earlier in U.S. 
Steel’s offices at 71 Broadway in 
New York City . The ex ecutive 
com m ittee of U.S. Steel’s board 


of directors had looked closely 
at its finance subcom m ittee’s fig­ 
ures — as had the rest of the 
steel industry . 


Its profits (after dividends) left 
for reinvestm ent had fallen from 
$115 million in 1958 to less than 
$3 million in 1961. 


In other steel ex ecutive suites 
the pencil pushers, with an as­ 
sist 
from 
com puters, 
reported 
that the 
total 
1961 
profit 
had 
come to $692 million for the en­ 
tire industry . Not only for the 
big 
11 steel companies but for 
all basic steel from all sources 
of income 


THERE 
WAS 
the 
realization 
that in addition to putting aside 
$100 million for the industry 's un­ 


ionized 
employ es 
to 
cover 
in­ 
creased unemploy ment insurance, 
longer vacations and other bene­ 
fits. the companies would have 
to give their white collar people 
additional benefits, too. 
Betw-een 
the 
union 
m em bers, 
who are paid by the hour, and 
the white collar folk, paid 
a regu­ 
lar salary , the total increase in 
costs is ex pected to total about 
$125 million 
— 
roughly . 
Also, 
m any of the ex ecutives ex pected 
that nex t y ear would bring a pay 
rise in addition to this y ear's 
benefits — or a costly strike. 
So the ex ecutive com m ittee of 
U.S. Steel decided to approve the 
increase in steel prices now. As 
a m atter of courtesy , it was de­ 
cided that no public announce­ 
ment would be made till Presi­ 
dent Kennedy was informed. 
Chairm an of the Board Roger 
Blough flew' to Washington im ­ 
m ediately . He telephoned for an 
appointm ent with the President. 
At 5:30 p.m. he was invited to 
come by . Ten minutes later he 
was with the President. In effect, 
he told the President that Big 
Steel w'ould be lots sm aller if it 
did not have the money im m edi­ 
ately for modernization, etc. 


THERE WAS 
no 
presidential 
outburst, as has been reported. 
Mr. Kennedy listened very cour­ 
teously 
for 
a 
while. 
He 
then 
called in A rthur Goldberg. It was 
the secretary of labor and not 
the secretary of the treasury or 
secretary of com m erce to whom 
the President turned — though 
this was a m atter of com m erce 
and finance and the industry -la­ 
bor contracts had been signed. 
Nor w ere there any firew orks 
during the three-m an conference. 
Fifty five m inutes from the m o­ 
m ent Mr 
Blough had walked in. 
he left. Each realized the others 
had some very serious problem s 
of their own. 


But 
Arthur 
G oldberg’s 
were 
triply compounded. The .President 
had counted on him to do what 
m any insiders believe is im possi­ 
ble — develop a form ula for la- 
bor-m anagem ent fraternity . 
Mr. Kennedy has been confer­ 
ring with Mr. Goldberg far .more 
than with any other Cabinet m em ­ 
ber — ex cept Bob Kennedy . 


IN FACT, there has been vir­ 
tually no real sy stem of presi­ 
dential 
Cabinet 
gatherings. 
I 
count five meetings between the 
Cabinet and JFK 
For the most 
p art the Cabinet gathers without 
him in the 
offices 
of 
various 
m em bers 
when problem s 
come 
up. 
During the Eisenhower regim e 
the Cabinet met with the P resi­ 
dent every ' Friday m orning like 
Big Ben’s clockwork. When ‘‘Ike" 
was out of town, Richard Nix on 
presided. 


It has long been obvious that 
JF K has been counting or Gold­ 
berg to handle the entire econo­ 
m ic front. 
But when the labor 
secretary walked into the Presi­ 
dent’s office that Tuesday eve­ 
ning, he left a desk filled with 
strike reports. 
In New York, 40.000 teachers! 
Also aircraft! Also m issile blasts! 
In 
Chicago, 
a 
threatened 
rail 
stoppage! On the West Coast a 
terrifically complex shipping tie 
up. In the troubled air, th rea t­ 
ened rocket and aircraft factory 
unrest! 
Also on 
the grapevine, 
reports of labor cam paigns for 
an official 35-hour week and even 
a three-day weekend each week! 
So strong are the pressures on 
Goldberg from 
his form er col­ 
leagues that he has had to ap­ 
point a special aide as am bas­ 
sador to the labor m ovem ent. 
If any body can hold the line 
with them. Arthur Goldberg can. 
If he can’t, the economic sluice 
gates are open on all sides.

The American people will not 
long consent to leave in the hands 
of one man—even the president— 
the opportunity to raise or lower 
prices or w ages without sanction 
of law. The talk of “ victory " for 
the President now being heard 
in 
Capitol 
corridors 
from 
the 
leaders in a rubber-stam p Con­ 
gress will be short-lived if the big 
problem of m eeting labor costs 
rem ains much longer in the con­ 
fused 
situation it is in today . 
For some com panies it m eans 
a cut in profits and in tax pay ­ 
m ents to the government, as well 
as the passing up of dividends 
this y ear. Probably about 100,000 
steelworkers will be idle in the 
nex t few months. 
How many businessmen, m ore­ 
over. who sell across the country 
will dare to raise prices if they 
live in fear of government re­ 
prisals? 
The President has been brain­ 
washed by his advisers and now 
has led the public into believing 
that price increases are sinful or 
unpatriotic 
but 
that 
wage 
in­ 
creases usually are justified. 
Mr. Kennedy is a man who 
follows the advice given him that 
aeems plausible even if it is one­ 
sided. In the conference last Tues­ 
day night which he held at the 
White House with Roger Blough, 
chairm an of the U.S. Steel Corp., 
the newspapers now report that 
the secretary of labor, Goldberg, 
did much of the talking. Mr. Gold­ 
berg was form erly general coun­ 
sel of the national Steelworkers 
Union, and he read the riot act 
to Mr. Blough. 
The president, of course, would 
have never have ventured to ap­ 
point the general counsel of the 
U.S. Steel Corp. or of any other 
steel company to be secretary of 
commerce to advise him on the 
other 
side 
of 
labor 
questions. 
What becomes of the “conflict of 
interest” concept when the sam e 
man who helped negotiate for the 
steelworkers 
the 
very 
contract 
which prom pted the decision last 
week to increase prices sits at 


the side of the President and ad­ 
vises him to take reprisals against 
the steel industry ? 


THE 
DEMORALIZATION 
of 
businessmen today is ex tensive. 
How can they do any long-jange 
planning now? 
Politically the President’s tac­ 
tics last week m ay boomerang. 
Wage increases in other industries 
will have hard sledding and the 
unions will be unhappy . Also, if 
the profit squeeze continues and 
m ore persons are thrown out of 
work, the current recession will 
not 
soon 
be ended and could 
get worse. The Dem ocrats could, 
therefore, 
lose 
m any 
seats 
in 
Congress nex t November. 
The talk of prosecuting the steel 
companies is largely poppy cock. 
If the steel companies violated 
the antitrust laws by following 
each other successively with an­ 
nouncements on price increases, 
didn’t they , by the sam e theory , 
violate the antitrust laws by with­ 
drawing their price rise announce­ 
m ents one by one? Isn’t price 
holding 
then 
a 
form 
of price 
fix ing, too? 
There was no collusion in either 
case but 
the governm ent say s 
concerted action amounts to the 
sam e thing. Yet labor unions fix 
wage costs in a whole industry by 
concerted action. 


Labor, 
however, 
contributed 
millions of dollars to help elect 
Mr Kennedy and the D em ocratic 
party . So the antitrust laws will 
not soon be amended to include 
national unions. 


THE FATEFUL EVENTS of the 
last fewr day s are best sum m ed 
up by the associated Press in a 
dispatch from Washington on Sat­ 
urday which « said: 
“ The arsenal of weapons the 
President wheeled into his 
all- 
out economic foray against the 
hig business leaders was an awe­ 
some 
display 
of 
coldly 
deter­ 
mined 
political 
and 
economic 
power seldom if ever before em ­ 
ploy ed by the government. E very 
m ajor governmental departm ent 
got into the a ct.” 
Is this democracy , or is it the 
forerum m er of a quasi-fascist sy s­ 
tem ? 
It 
is a government under a 
w ritten 
constitution or is it 
a 
government by usurpation of leg­ 
islative authority ? 
Economic facts — unlike polit­ 
ical 
m aneuvers—do not depend 
on 
artificial ‘ public 
relations.” 
Business depends on confidence in 
the 
fairness 
of 
a 
governm ent 
that 
operates 
under 
laws 
and 
rules which can be understood 
and are applied equally to all 
sides. 
Without such confidence there 
cannot be profits or prosperity 
of increased jobs. 
Without prosperity , treasury re­ 
ceipts from corporate tax es de­ 
cline and the governm ent's deficits 
pile up, thus pushing downward 
still further the purchasing pow­ 
er of the dollar. Loss of public 
confidence then leads to a psy ­ 
chology of inflation which breeds 
economic disaster.
